like picking a station on a push- 
button radio — and climbed out 
of the plane on the English field 
today without doing anything else 
to get there 


It was the first fullv automatic 


iransAtlantic flight and tne U S. 
Air Force, which carried out the 
project, declared.

finger was placed bv any hnman 
being on tbe mechanism from 
the time the plane took to the 
air an til after it had landed." 


The actual takeoff and landing 
e directed, the Air Force said, 


by beam control, but that was from 
outside the planc.
